HOLDS CITY LIABLE 

City Solicitor Reports on Question o# 
Ooetructions en Sidewalk* 

The city is liable in cases of accident 
arising nut of obstruct Iona erected on 
the sidewalk* under permission of the 
City Council, says City BolieUar Han- j 
nlngton. who in acoordonce with in -1 
struct tom* from the City Council has 
reported as to the lowers possessed 
-by the Council to charge for street or 
sMtewulk privileges already granted, or 
which may be granted in the form of 
concessions to owners of public garage* 
or otherwise, inclining areas under 
side walks. 

The Council has no authority under 
the Municipal Act to charge for any 
of the privileges in question, states 
Mr Hannington. except tp respect of 
sidewalk areas. That no concessions 
1 should be made In any case without a 
signed agreement is a precaution sug¬ 
gested by IMr Hannington in the cose 
of granting any property authorised 
concession. 

Mr Hannington says: 

-Strictly speaking, not only does the 
Statute not authorise collecting fee* 
for gasoline tank* and other similar 
erection* but it doe# not expressly au- 
Iborne the Council to permit their 
erection at all upon the public street* 
CVinseqiirntly if *meh ere ctio ns are per¬ 
mitted. and any injury or damage re¬ 
sult* therefrom, the City would un¬ 
doubtedly be liable; but I Also tlilnk It 
would have recourse over against the 
person installing or maintaining the 
lank or obstacle in question. * 

' Probably, however, any risk on this 
account may lie very remote, and the 
Council might reasonably consider 
that it is offset by the public advan- 
tpgc and convenience accruing from 
such tank* etc.**

Witness admit¬ 
ted that be waa only twenty years old 
now and had no competent knowledge 
of examination of ropes or cages, lie 
had made no examination of either 
cage or rope on the morning of the ac¬ 
cident. 

Wallbank only examined about forty 
feet of the rope -never the whole rope. 
Wallbank nearly always used a Stick 
for the examination of the rope, which 
method in witness' opinion was totally 
Inadequate. The oiling of the rope had 
been done as required, gallons of oil 
being used on each occasion. The rope 
had been oiled last three weeks ago. 
Witness admitted that the reports 
which he had written in the book for 
that purpose and had signed were not 
accurate as far as hi* examination of 
the rope waa concerned. 

James Perry, a blacksmith employed 
by the company, said that he had 
watched Nicholson moke his examina¬ 
tion of the cage on Monday Iasi and 
this was quite thorough. He did not 
think, however, that Nichotsoa examin¬ 
ed the rope at all. 

James Menxie* recalled, said that he I 
had issued no Instructions as to the I 
method Of examination of the rope I 
which should be-followed. He had al¬ 
ways believed that a thorough dally ex¬
